And in considering the 
Soviet leadership one must try 
always *° think of them in terms 
of persons stripped of all moral- 
ity. In debating what the Soviets 
will do, it is well to say, “If I had 
no integrity, no character, _ no 
belief in loyalties, no honor and 
no feeling of obligation to pledges 
or humanity, what would I do in 
a similar situation?”

Mestow Coils the Ieuc 


In the United Nations yesterday So- 
viet. Foreign Minister Andrei Vishinsky 
gave forth at length with a repetition of 
the “big lie” tactic which is Russia’s chief 
weapon in debate. 

Vishinsky’s charges that the United 
States has broken a four-power agreement 
in Korea and is bolstering a Fascist gov- 
ernment there were old stuff to the dele- 
gates. They were recognized for their 
purpose—to obstruct or delay a vote on the 
resolution which would extend UN action 
to all of Korea. 

Russia wants fo eliminate, if possible, 
all-out UN invasion and occupation of 
North Korea. It is to Moscow’s advantage 
to keep the situation in a state of confusion. 


UN troops already have marched across 


the border but so far only South Korean | 


troops have participated. 

The Chinese are reported to have 
massed 200,000 troops on the Korean bor- 
der, evidently as support to the threat to 
come to open aid of the Korean Commu- 
nists if they are attacked north of the 
boundary. Most diplomats in this country 
consider the Chinese threat a bluff. And 
it probably is. But it weighs heavily on

More Steel 
For Rearmament 


Secretary of Commerce Sawyer made 
an announcement on Sunday which will 
not be received well in the Kremlin. 

Mr. Sawyer said the country’s steel 
plants will increase their production capac- 
ity by nearly 10,000,000 tons within the 
next two years, bringing the total capacity 
to 110,000,000 tons. 

That is more steel than all the rest of 
the world. put together can produce. It is 
far more than twice the amount produced 
inside the Iron Curtain. 

Steel is the backbone of modern war, 
just as it is the backbone of modern 
civilization. 

Josef Stalin knows, from World War II, 
the American capacity for production. He 
fears America’s might when it turns its 
gigantic industrial plants to the produc- 
tion of war goods. He is disdainful of an 
America that persists in choosing to be 
blind to his own intentions of conquering 
the world by armed force. 

It is a tribute to the steel industry and 
to the American economic system that the 
10 per cent increase in steel production 
will be accomplished without government 
help. 

Our will and capacity to produce are 
things which Stalin, with all the millions 
of serfs at his disposal, cannot match. 
That is why he fears an earnest rearma- 
ment effort by this country. And it ex- 
plains Moscow’s sudden “peace offensive” 
which is calculated to lull America into 
believing Russia’s intentions are only the 
best. 


Payoff Is the Key 
To Organized Crime 


We've been saying for a long time that 
when organized crime gets a foothold in 
a community corruption and demoraliza- 
tion of law enforcement is the inevitable 
result. 

Miami, which long has compromised 
with organized gambling and other rackets 
as a “lure” to tourists, found that out when 
Senate crime investigators finally brought 
out the fact that protection money was 
being paid. Miami and Miami Beach were 
horrified and shamed. |

Even if free elections were held under 
UN supervision, it would be only a short 
time until the Communists took over the 
Government by force or trickery. 

It is hardly likely that even Russia ex- 
pects the new plan to be accepted. But it 
furnishes a good vehicle for delaying tac- 
tics and gives Vishinsky -and Malik an 
opportunity to talk about “peace.” 

Russia will not give up as long as there 
is hope of achieving her end through di- 
plomacy or force. Decisive action by the 
UN before the thirty-eighth parallel be- 
came a question. would have eliminated 
much of the pressure Moscow now is able 
to bring to bear. Every. day’s delay now is 
to Russia’s advantage.

$300 a week each to 30 “runners”—those 
who collect the bets—for police protection. 
He gave expensive presents to high police 
officials. Gross indicated his total bill for 
bribing law-enforcement officers came to 
about $1,000,000 annually. 


It is the same old story of what happens 
in any city when organized gambling is 
allowed to come in. The pay-off is the key 
to crime. It can’t exist without protection. 


The Atlanta area has been fortunate 
so far. Honest law-enforcement officers 
and honest higherups have kept the crimi- 
nals out despite several attempts to estab- 
lish operations here. They will keep com- 
ing back. We will have-to be ready to run 
them off the roost whenever they reappear.

A Parting 
Of the Ways 


WASHINGTON—Perhaps the juiciest morsel 

in Jonathan Daniels’ new biography of President 

Truman, “The Man of Independence,” is to be 

found in the part dealing wtih the relations of the President and 

former Secretary of State James F. Byrnes, present Democratic 
nominee for Governor of South Carolina. 

Starting out as great friends at the time they both served in 
the Senate together, there has always been some mystery about 
the break between the President and the man whom he first named 
to the No. 1 post in his cabinet. The Daniels book throws some 
light on this mystery by quoting the President as saying Byrnes 
was a “miserable failure” as Secretary of State who fell down in 
his dealings with Russia by being too easy at the Moscow Con- 
ference of Foreign Ministers in 1945. 


Harsh Words Other harsh words are attributed to the 

President in condemning his former Secre- 
tary of State. It is recorded, for instance, that Mr. Byrnes had a 
habit of reporting to the American people, usually by radio address, 
before conferring with the President after returning from his vari- 
ous missions abroad. Herein the complaint is raised that Mr. 
Byrnes was setting himself up as the maker as well as the execu- 
tioner of foreign policy. 

Up until 1944 the two men were such great friends that Mr. 
Truman, then a Senator from Mijssouri, went to the Chicago Demo- 
cratic national convention prepared to nominate Mr. Byrnes for 
the Vice Presidential nomination to succeed Henry Wallace. But 
as it turned out, Mr. Truman walked away with the nomination, 
President Roosevelt having given him his blessing over the other 
candidates of the day. 

Subsequently when Mr. Truman fell heir to the Presidency he 
turned to his old friend and Senate mentor for guidance and help, 
naming him to the. top-ranking post in the cabinet. It has always 
been regarded as somewhat strange that Mr. Byrnes remained in 
that position for only 18 months before resigning. He gave as his 
reasons at the time ill health: and a bad heart, but the strenuous 
campaign he went through this Summer as a candidate for Gover- 


nor of South Carolina rather belies the latter ailment. 


. +3 ° As put down by Mr. Daniels, editor of 
Better Qualified The Raleigh News and Observer as well 
as a former White House aide under both Roosevelt and ‘Truman, 
the deterioration of the relations between the President and his 
former cabinet officer stemmed from a feeling by Mr. Byrnes that 
he was better qualified for the Presidency than Mr. Truman, 

Mr. Truman mist have seen the misfit early, because long 
before Sec. Byrnes resigned he seems to have decided on Gen. 
George Marshall as his succéssr. In fact, the evidence indicates 
that the President was gro6édming Gen. Marshall for the State De- 
partment portfolio at the time he was named Ambassador to China 
late in 1945. : : 

Some of the President’s critics are now attempting to raise a 
furor over the harsh words of condemnation he heaps upon Mr. 
Byrnes in the Daniels book, contrasted with the letter of com- 
mendation he wrote at the time of Mr. Byrnes’ resignation. This 
is said to put Mr. Truman in an awkward position, in that it un- 
wittingly tells the public to be skeptical about the usual salutations 
and praise to officials who resign. 


With Salt The answer to that is that the public, no doubt, 

has long since learned to take such salutations with 
more than a grain of salt. When a man is being kicked out, it is 
not customary to rub salt into his wounds by telling the public 
he is a scoundrel or misfit. It is like a sermon over the d@ad. 
Only the good qualities of the deceased are mentioned, and these 
sometimes exaggerated. 

Mr. Truman was probably persuaded.to let his hair down on 
how he really felt about Mr. Byrnes by the attacks the latter has 
made on the Administration since leaving the cabinet. He is 
known to have been very much galled by the Byrnes tirade, which 
has been leveled at the Truman Fair Deal program. The two men 
do appear to have come to a definite parting of the ways.

It is a2 monument, too. to our country’s 
Prompt and bold leadership in bringing that 
about. Of that we can be proud. 


What the UN has done, five years after its 
creation, is sharply in contrast with the way its 
predecessor, the League of Nations, wilted and 
crumbled under successive tests—beginning much 
longer after its creation. First, there was Man- 
churia in 1931; then the challenges of the twin 
dictators — Mussolini and Hitler—when they 
pushed aggressively into Ethiopia and the 
Rhineland. 


The League failed to meet the test. It de- 
Senerated into a debating society, with one final 
show of courage, which came too late, when 
Russia invaded Finland. 

It seemed for a time that our UN might go 
the conversational route, too, that is so far as 
related to the big job of checking Soviet Rus- 
Sian inroads. Korea changed al! that, primarily 
and originally because the UN was recognized 
suddenly by our government as the only means of 
Saivation; but basically because our government 
finally realized that the people of the world, 
who had more faith all along in the UN than 
the diplomats, would back the UN up. It was,

Koreans—finally to the point where the latter 
were inflamed to march—because of the divi- 
sion of land among the peasants, who never 
before had had a bit of soil for their own, or 
much of anything else. Does this land distribu- 
tion stand, or will some compromise be attempted 
with former big landowners, or what? This per- 
plexing problem is typical of others which. the 
UN, and we as a member, soon must face. 

The UN must succeed in this second stage 
if it is to retain the faith of the people of the 
world. It must prove itself in civilian adminis- 
tration, in peace, which, in some ways, is more 
dificult than the military operation.

The Republic---Is It Dead? 


NEW YORK—Jacob Javits, a nominal Republican, representing the Twenty- 
first New York Congressional District, has set forth his concept of a Republican 
platform in a belief that these beads and calico would get more votes than the 
Democratic, and ortginal, version of the same stuff and thus enable the Repub- 


lican Party to come back. 
the Democratic Party's drift 


Although Mr. Javits views with controlled. alarm 
“toward an ever increasing control by government 


of economic as well as political jobs,” the program Which he recommends for the Republicans is only 


a paraphrase of the most anti-Republican aims of the Democrats and Social Democrats. 


Like most 


other Republicans, he seems to have lost sight of the fact that the Republican Party is supposed to 


offer a Republican form of government or to 
have lost confidence in the drawing power of 
that system. For a fact, the majority of voters 
have indicated a. preference for the five-and-ten 
trinkets of democracy and the truth is that very 
few know what the republic was 

The republic was a union of small republics 
of unequal size and resources which retained 
rights not specifically yielded to the National 
Government. The people had confidence in their 
state governments and pride of statehood. The 
National Government had very little authority 
over the individugl citizen. 

When the income tax came. the common 
people were financially beneath its requirements 
and thus immune to its penalties. 


Under the republic it was unthinkable 
that those fellows in Washington should 
have the power to send a hard-working, 
thrifty man te prison for refusing to share 
his earnings with some shiftiess bum in some 
ether State and deprive his own children te 
feed the children of the shiftiess bum. 


That is the way it is now, nevertheless. 


Mr. Javits’ program leads off with “civil’ 


rights” which is an anti-Republican proposal that 
was forced down Truman's throat in 1948 by 
the socialists acting through a false front known 
as Americans for Democratic Action. It would 
obliterate the poll tax in the few States that 
retain it. That would be a violation of the rights 
of those States to conduct their elections abso- 
lutely as they please. 

Georgia has reduced the voting age to 18 and 
she could reduce it to eight or raise it to 80, and 
so could any other State, and the Federa! Gov- 
ernment would have no legitimate, constitutional 
right to interfere. 

The only compulsion on the franchise that 
may iegitimately be exercised by the United 
States is the one forbidding discrimination at 
the polls on account of race, color or previous 
condition of servitude. That was put through 

the Hitlerites of the North after the War 


Southern white people who were de- 
vote as punishment for their rebellion. 


The purpose of the present antipoll tax law 


is to wheedle the Negro vote in the Northern 


cities and, on this point, Mr. Javits says: 

“The comeback of the Republican Party is de- 
pendent on winning support in big cities like 
New York, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, Chicago, De- 
troit and Minneapolis.” 

The Negro vote caught by this device might 
bring back the Republican Party, but if that hap- 
pened it would be just another Democratic Party 
under a phony label. But, meanwhile, why 
should the Negroes settle for an imitation when 
they could vote for the original? 

The same constitutional Republican objec- 
tions rule out Mr, Javits’ proposal that the Re- 
publican Party take over the ADA's dntilynch- 
ing law. This is an unconstitutional invasion of 
the States’ right to attend to their own police 
work and the purpose here, again, is to catch 
Negro votes in the same Northern centers where 
there haye been plenty of lynchings since 1937, 
all conducted under the auspices of Communist 
union goons and associated criminals with the 
approval and protection of the: Roosevelt and 
Truman administrations. 


This proposal would exempt these criminal 
acts, however, by excluding from its provisions 
lynchings done in connection with “labor dis- 
putes.” You never heard of a picket being 
kicked to death by the loyal American workers 
dispossessed from their jobs or by the board of 
directors.
